These engines will 
generate the aggregate equivalent Oi 
20.0«0 indicated horap-power, and 
any thr/w of them will, at ordinary 
pressure, be sufficient to maintain 
the vessel's normal speed. In addi¬ 
tion. each engine has a reserve of 
power which would, should need 
arise, enable the ship to be driven 
continuously at a speed much above 
the normal. This margin of power 
characterises also the minor ma¬ 
chinery on the main . engines, 
scavenging pumpa and air compres¬ 
sors being of a total power sub¬ 
stantially In excess of normal re¬ 
quirements. with a reserve unit ln 
each case.
